Among the many “blessed’? words 
that have recently come into general, 
use, and.are in danger of being over- 
worked, is the word “Rationalisation,”

Jt may perhaps be said without 
exaggeration and without putting too 
violent a strain on the meaning of the 
word, that the movement for. better 
education in salesmanship is. an 
effort to rationalise the indystry of 
selling through increased efficiency on 
the part of thase engaged. in that 
work; and’ it is a fair assumption 
that if-some practical results follow 
from the work of the Goodenough 
Committee, a - standard will be set 
that will in. future radically alter the 
conception and requirements of sell- 
ing methods, the remuneration for 
that work, and the personnel of the 
selling forces of the country. 
Assuming the benefit to the coun- 
try as a whole of this process of 
Rationalisation, there is. another as- 
pect of the question—there is always 
the reverse of. the shield—which calls 
for attention, namely, the displace- 
ment of a_ certain amount .of em- 
ployment in every section of the 
business concerned during. the period 
of re-organisation. . In many cases 
this displacement means permanent 
unemployment in the re-organised \in- 
dustry, and also a greater or less 
period of temporary unemployment 
until work is obtained in some other 
trade or business. 
- Tt. is in these matters that the 
transition period is so difficult and 
sometimes {so disastrous for the 
weaker section of the employees. So 
far as is possible, reasonable con- 
sideration must be, as a mile, given 


to men so displaced, but it has to be] 


remembered that in many instances 
the businesses which go into these 
Mergers are more or less in extremis 
financially “before they are taken 
over, and: “ate, therefore, not in a 
‘position to-do much for -any ‘of the 
employees who cannot- be retained. 
How this position is to be met is 
one of the difficulties fer which as 
yet no real solution has been found, 
and the fact that the difficulty always 
arises is one of the drawbacks which 
has to be faced, and one of the 
penalties which has to be paid in all 
cases where changes cccur and pro- 
gress is made. Rationalisation is one 
of the matters which, as time goes 
on, will! more and more affect the 
position of the. Commercial Travel- 
ler. Elimination of competition 
means the limitation of opportunity 
for the saleaman and lessening of the 
need for his services. Fortunately’ it 
does not mean that the capable, 
quslified and business producing 
salesman will have less opportunity 
for the exercise of his gifts. 
mean that, in order to fit in with 
the new methods and keep up with 
the. new demands, the traveller of 
the future will have” to be .as_ effi- 
cient as every other section of the 
machine of which he is so integral 
a part; and it is well that we should 
realise that the selling section of the 
world’s work must equally with 
every other department of that vast, 
complex and inexorable machine fune- 
tion smoothly and effectively if it is 
.to continue as_an essential and effec- 
tive factor in Rationalised industry.

FOREMEN & TRADE 


THE QUESTION OF THEIR 
EDUCATION 


: A> foreman usually requires know- 


ledge, and perhaps also skill, in a much 
greater+variety of subjects than his 
men. A generation or two ago, when 
men. were put successively on to any 
jobs they “could do, or learn to do, 
some of them would thus acquire such 
knowledge in the course of their shop 
work, At.the present time this au- 
tomatie ‘development of the material 
for foremen is much rarer. In part it 
is impeded by the action of trade 
unions in limiting the variety of work 
aman may de. Partly, however, the 
growth of mass production has led 
toa practice by which men are ex- 
pected chly to do one ora quite limit- 
ed number of operations.- As Babbage 
pointed out just on a century ago, 
men of a single skill. are-much easier 
to find, and often can carry that skill 
to a much higher pitch, than men who 
possess a number of skills. This 
truth was illustrated im Britain 
during the war,’ and in the United 
States for some time before it, and 
with the growth of modern produc- 
tion methods the versatility of. the” 
averare mechanic is not likely to grow 
greater. Porbably, however, a fore- 
man’s need to do his work in the com- 
plex cirettmstances in which he is 
placed, and to obtain the confidence 
and goodwill of those with whom he 
has to work, demand powers that are 


rarer even than that of acquiring the | 


necessary knowledge and skill. 
still is the I 
abilities, and with the increasing 
economical .need for efficient working 
in factories, it is not surprising that

considerable thought is being given 
to the question of how the assemblage 
ofqualities required in a foreman-can 
be.. obtained most effectively. In 
‘paralle! with such consideration comes 
the enquiry as to how young men who 
believe their natural capacity is nok 
only sufficient but also of, the kind re- 
quired in a foreman, can best obtain 
the necessary information and train- 
ing. 

Among the bodies which for some 
years past has given attention to. this 
matter is the Association for Educa- 
tion in Industry and Commerce, which 
ineludes in its membership many of 
the large and progressive firms of the’ 
country. . In 1922, it published a re- 
port on Education for Foremanship, 
prepared by Mr. Neil J. Maclean, a 
director of Messrs. Barr and Stroud, 
and at a later date it undertook an 
investigation on the same subject, 
which, following an earlier enquiry on 
Education for Tfidustrial .Manage- 
ment, was carried out by Mr. Percival 
Leach, B. Mus., of Messrs. Reckitt and 
Sons, The later report has now been 
published (86, Linden-road, Bourn- 
ville, Birmingham. Price 9d.), and 
with an introduction by Mr. George 
Cadbury, gives the result of an in- 
vestigation, extending over most part 
of the country, . into the measures 
that are being taken, or are. thought 
desirable, for trainirig in foremanship. 

As its net tesult, the investigation 
seems to show that if. special training 
for foremanship is desirable, most of 
the work of instituting it still remains 
to be done. A relatively few technical 
schools and similar bodies have 
courses on industrial administration or 
on individual constituents of it, and on 
, the engineering economics required 
‘by the examination for Associate 
Membership' of the Institution of 


Mechanical Enginee: A number. of 


‘individual -firms have arrangements, 


differing widely in scope and. methods. 
for. providing actual or prospective 
foremen., with both instruction and 
opportunities for conference and dis- 
cussion. Apparently, however, 4 
majority of the firms into whose 
practices enquiry was made have no. 
special scheme for: training in fore- 
manship, if, indeed, they do not regard 
such a proposal as wholly unworkable; 
though it is noted that even the firms 
who took the most discouraging view 
expressed: anxiety to’ see a copy‘ of 
the report, and to learn ‘what*was- be- 
ing done elsewhere. - In his short but 
suggestive introduction, Mr, Cadbury 
observes that the phase through which 
industry is passing seems to be as im- 
portant as that through which it 
passed about a hundred years ago, and 
he points out that the presence of well- 
informed foremen. capable of inter- 
preting the, current changes, would 
simplify the tasks that «lie before 
managers and directors of ‘great busi- 
ness.—Enginecring. abies

€ SAFETY OF LIFE. 4 


TEXT ‘OF THE "RECENTLY MADE 
CONVENTION : 

The Board of Tradexstates the text 
of the Convention for the safety of 
Life a Sea is now -obtainable from 
HLM. Stationery Office, either directly 
or through any bookseller. The 
principal subject dealt with are. con- 
struction, life-saving appliances, radio- 
telegraphy, and safety of navigaion. 

The chapter on constrifction applies 
te passenger steamers engaged in in- 
ternational voyages, and relates to 
spacing and construction of watertight 
bulkheads, openings in bulkheads in 
ships’ sides and in the weather decks, 
exits from watertight ‘compartments, 
fire-resisting bulkheads, pumping ar- 
rangements and stability tests for new 
ships. 

The chapter on life-saving appli- 
ances, &¢.,-which also applies to pas- 
isenger steamers engagéd on interna- 
tional voyages, relates to lifeboats 
(ineluding motorboats), _ certificated 
lifeboatmen, boat drills, liferafts and 
buoyant apparatus, lifejackets and 
lifebuoys, ingress and egress from the 
various compartments, decks, &c., and 
their emergency lighting, line-throw- 
ing appliances, the carriage of dan- 
gerous goods, and the deteetion. and 
extinction of -fire. 

The chapter on radio-telegraphy re- 
lates to all ships engaged on interna- 
tional voyages except cargo ships of 
less than 1,600 tons gross tonnage. It 
refers to the fitting of radio installa- 
tion, including its technical require- 
I ments, and to the. watches to be kept 
for safety purposes on various. cate- 
'gories of ships. 

The chapter on safety of naviga- 
tion applies to all ships on all voyages, 
and deals with a large variety of sub- 
jects, including the transmission -of 
messages about dangers to the. ice 
patrol in the North Atlantic, recognis- 
ed routes across the North Atlantic, 
amendment of the regulations for pre- 
venting collisions, wording of helm 
|orders, use and misuse -0 distress 
; Signals, receipt of distress messages, 
and the equipment of certain -ships 
with signalling lamps and: direetion- 
finding apparatus. 

Provision is made for the issue of 
certificates to ships which comply with 
the Convention, and for reciprocal re- 
cognition of certificates among the 
various countries concerned. Govern- 
ments which were not represented at 
the conference may accede to the Con- 
vention after it has come into force, 

recommendations are appended 
suggesting matters for further study. 
—Journal of Commerce.

ALLOWANCE FOR. PRE-CHARTER 
COLLISION ~ 

Whether “it was right for. the: 

Ellerman Line, as owners of. the; 

Liverpool steamer "City of Lyons,” | 


to make an allowance to the charter- | 


ers in respect of a pre-charter colli- 
sion and detention was the question 
taken’ to. Mr. Justice Bateson in the 
| Admiralty Gourt by the owners of 
the steamship “Essex Envoy” on ap- 
peal ‘from the Registrar, who had al- 
lowed demurrage which the appell- 
ants said should have been allowed. 
Mr. Justice Bateson, in his judgment, 
said it was not. unprecedented that 
eases of damage before the charter. 
were not discovered or repaired until 
after it, and on the whole -he 
thought the ae Line’s allow- 
ance to the harterers in this case 
was right. 

The case for the appellants was 
argued ‘by Mr. B. B. Stenham, in- 
struated- by Messrs. Gregory, 
Roweliffe and Co., and by Mr. Eric 
Brightman for the’ Ellerman Line, 
instructed by Messrs. Hill, Dickinson 
and Co., Liverpool. 

The Ellerman Line’s vessel, the 
“City of Lyons,’ Mr. Stenham said, 
had a- collision with the “Essex 
Envoy” at Port Said in December, 
1926, for. which the owners of the 
“Essex Envoy” admitted _ liability. 
At Port Said temporary repairs were 
done, and the “City of Lyons” went 
to Caleutta, Philadelphia and. New 
York. At New York permanent re- 
pairs were carried out between 
March 80 and April 4, 1927. The 
owners of the “Essex Envoy” 
thought they. should pay demurrage 
at the rate. the Registrar had found 
for those days. A deduction from 
chartered hire was allowed the char- 
terers by the Ellerman Line, and the 
appellants desired to contest it and 
to say there was rio evidence of loss 
of charter-party hire, that whatever 
the allowance was it was a volun- 
tary allowance and no concern of the 
defendants, and that the plaintiffs 
had -lost. nothing. He further said 
that the charterers did not require 
the “City. of Lyons” during the 
period she was in dry dock. The 
accident which occasioned the laying 
up oeearred before the steamer was 
chartered, so that: the clause in the 
charter-party dealing with such an 
accident was not applicable. As the 
clause was governed by the words

It eannot be 
said that the discussions revealed 
anything very novel; perhaps the 
newest thing was a suggestion by a 
Spanish delegate, made in the clos:

and all other particulars, in each 
ease .of sickness or injury. The 
fraternal feelmg encouraged by the 


Congress was evident on all sides, 


and. bighly gratifying. 
Lord Moynihan’s Oration * 

The entertainment given by the 
Corporation of the City of London 
in the Guildhall was in a sense the 
climax of the Congress, 770 being 
accommodated at the banqueting 
tables. In addition to the Lord 
Mayor, the aldermen, and com- 
moners, and the delegates and mem- 
bers of the Congress, the gathering 
included the Chief of the Imperial 
General Staff, the Presidents of the 
Royal Colleges, the YVice-Chancel- 
lors of half a dozen universities, 
representatives of Government de- 
partments and other official bodies, 
and the presidents 
bedies, and the presidents of medi- 
cal societies, including the British 
Medical Association. A noteworthy 
oration was made by Lord Moyni- 
han, President of the Royal College 
of Surgeons, in proposing the toast 
of the evening. 

Lord Moynihan spoke as follows: 
It is entirely right that we medi- 
cal men should have our day of 


celebration after a great war, ‘for 


we above all men know what the 
crudities and-cruelties of war have 
always been and still remain, and 
we—not more than all men, but 
with more reason than others— 
have a detestation of, war in all its 
aspects. I shall never forget my 
first few days’ experience of its re- 
Nolting tragedies. Within one 
minute I saw more destruction of 
life than I have ever been able to 
prevent in a year of arduous work. 
I think it may interest some of you 
if I reeall the effectiveness of our 
army in France in respect of its 
medical services during the great 
wars

Italy, and here we have a triple en- 
tente—Britain, France, and Italy 
—engaged in another form of. “war: 
fare against the enemies, not of one 
nation, but of mankind. -We recall 
with gratitude the work on-inocula- 
tion by Almroth Wright.’ Though 
the war in, France lasted much 
longer than the South African. war, 
and-a lafger army’ was: employed, 
fewer ‘men siffered--from typhoid 
fever in the war in France than 
died from it in South Africa.’ The 
incidence of typhoid inthe inocu- 
lated ‘was one-tenth of the in- 
eldence in ‘the uninoculated, and 
the casé of mortality in the latter 
was four times greater than in the 
former. I think it is true to claim 
for Almroth Wright and for Leish- 
man that their work saved an army | 
corps for ‘the British army in| 
France. Another piece of work-in 
the late war was the attack on 
bilharzia. It has been shown that 
bilharzia has affected the popula- 
.tion of Egypt since the days of the 
Pharachs.. The parasite was dis- 
covered by a German, uerire 
I express my personal regret that 
no German is with us to-night—and 
the secret of the transmission was 
worked ouf in part by a Japanese 
and in part by Leiper in England 
—again a triple association ‘of 
nations to the advantage of man- 
kind as a whole. Also I want to 
carry the recognition into military 
work of our immense debt .of 
obligation to the nurses. The most 
illustrious name in the whole his- 
tory of warfare from the beginning 
of time is the name of Florence 
Nightingale. 

Well, my Lord Mayor and brother 
officers, if there is any meaning be- 
hind life, if life is not merely a 
feast, or a spectacle, or a predica- 
ment, but is, as I believe, a sacra- 
ment, we must be sent into- the 
world for the purpose of helping 
each other. It is becaiise our pro- 
fession in all its activities is found- 
ed upon the law. of love, love to 
one’s fellows, love to mankind, ex- 
pressing itself in-service, that I ask 
you to drink to the success of the 
present Congress. - 

Three brief responses made—in 
French by General Lanne, in 
Italian by General Riva, and in 
English by. Colonel. G. E. Seaman 
of the United States, who took the 
Place of Surgeon-General Cumming. 
Sir Humphry Rolleston proposed 
the health of the Lord Mayor and 
Corporation, and spoke of the tradi- 
tions of civic London, its adminis- 
trative stability, its princely hos- 
pitality, its generous charities, 
its wise endowment of  re- 
search. He also paid a tribute 
to Sir Kynaston Studd, not 
only as Lord Mayor, but as a son 
of Cambridge.

Dengue Fever 

Dr. A. Cawadias (Greece) spoke 
of the epidemic of dengue fever 
occurring lately in South-Eastern 
Europe. When in Greece some time 
ago he found certain small: 
epidemics thére had now developed | 
a very serious epidemic:in the | 
Eastern Mediterranean, The 
epidemiology of this condition 
needed to be studied, and this was 
the task of a commission now in 
Greece. Dengue fever was due to 
a virus circulating in the blood; 
the exclusive carrier was Aedes 
argenteus. He thought there were 
many: cases of so-called three-day 
fever which were really dengue. 
This was a benign condition, and 
did not kill, although, if the patient 
was suffering from some concur- 
rent malady it might hasten a fatal 
termination. :

About the end of the new year 
holidays this year, on February 14, 
1929, news was received in the 
Hong Kong shop that the father was 
very ill, he being 76 years of age at 
that time. The plaintiff went imme- 
diately to Canton, arriving there on 
-February 15, 1929, Third defen- 
dant, Hung Sai-man followed the 
next day or the day after. 
The Last Days 


Plaintiff found his” father was 
weakening physically ad remained 
with him until his dea in the early 
hours of February 23, 1929. The 
testatur died of old age, and passed 
out in his sleep. : 

Counsel here made reference to 


two other people who were not re- 
lated to the teitator’s family. 

The first was Kwan Ka-lun, a 
witness to the will of February 22, 
1929, propounded by plaintiff. This 
man was a boarding house keeper, a 
son of a very old friend of: the 
testator, who was also one of 
testator’s. patients and-an occasional 
visitor 10 the house inthe social 
sapse, |. 

The. second - man was . Li Chun- 
chong, also a witness to the will of 
February 22, 1929. This man was 
at one time employed with testator’s 
second son and later became, and 
still was, his partner in the pagean- 
try business. He was also a patient 
of the testator and paid occasional 
social visits to the latter. 

In the morning of February 22, 
1929, Kwan called al the testator's 
house for a prescription, and on 
being informed that the old man 
was ill, went in too see him, He 
sat beside the testator’s bed and 
they chatted. 

Shortly after, the second son and 
his partner, Li, came in. Theirs 
was not a accidental visit, because 
the second son had received a mes- 
sage from his.own son that father 
was ill and wanted to see him. Li 
came with him as a friend of the 
family arid his partner. in business. 

‘Soon after, the plaintiff, who as 
already stated had tended the 
father since his arrival from Hong 
Kong on February 15, 1929, also 
-entered the room. 

Besides these four, these were also 
some servants in the old mhn’s sick 
chamber. Soon after plaintiff en- 
tered, the old man ordered the ser- 
vants out. 

Making of the Will 

Kwan, thinking that some private 
family matter was being discussed, 
reached out for his coat with the 
intention of clearing out, but the 
old man asked him to wait. 

The old man, who was sitting in 
bed, then called his eldest surviving 
son, amd they talked’ together 
in a low voice. Then the old man 
preduced’ from his coat pocket a 
piece of folded Chinese paper and 
gave it to his eldest son to read. 
This was a rough draft will in -the 
festator’s handwriting. 

After the eldest son had read it 
through, the old man asked him to 
make a clean copy. of the will, 
which he did. : : 

Here Mr. Jenkins remarked. that

Proceeding, Mr. Jenkin said that 
after the will-had-been copied out,

, agreed, whereupon the old man sign-

Mr. Jenkin said that following 
the reading of the will, further 
prayers were offered. 

The plaintiff returned- to Hong 
Kong the following day, March. 2. 
He then consulted his’ solicitors 
and on March 12, 1929, a petition 
was made to that Court for pro- 
bate of the will of February 22, 
1929. : 

On March 26, 1929, the defen- 
dants entered a caveat. That 
came as a bombshell for the 
plaintiff, having regard to what 
took place in Canton. - 

- Failing to ascertain the cause 
for this, plaintiff’s solicitors, first 
Messrs. Russ and Co., and later 
Messrs. Wilkinson and Grist, en- 
tered into correspondence with 
defendants’ solicitors, Messrs.

Mr. Jenkin “then read letters 
showing that plaintiff was anxious 
to avoid a family quarrel, but de- 
fendants finally wrote asking 
when plaintiff was going to take 
proceedings, and stating that if 
nothing was done by plaintiff 
within a week, defendants would 
institute proceeding themselves. 


The Principal Rites 
Mr. Jenkin also mentioned that 
the eldest son’s son (i.e. grand-

ST. KILDA 


SHOULD THE TERRITORY BE 
~ EVACUATED? - 


The rapidly dwindling population 

of St. Kilda—the number of people 
‘resident on the island has now 
dropped to thirty-eight—has given 
rise to the proposal that it should, 
be compulsorily evacuated. 
_ While it is recognised that the 
islanders’ sentimental association 
with their lonely homes deserves 
sympathetic consideration, the. fact 
remains that the difficulties of pro- 
‘viding them with adequate ‘means 
of maintenance do not; diminish 
with the passing. of the years, and 
it is pointed out that, with the 
dwindling population, the cost and 
trouble of. maintaining health: and 
other services to the remote island 
are becoming a more serious con- 
cern to the authorities. . 

The health of the islanders is 
uniformly good, and a nurse is re- 
sident on the island; but periodi- 
eally, during stormy and inclement 
seasons, appeals for food supplies, 
fuel, etc., are brought to the main- 
land by trawlers and passing boats, 

nd special efforts have to be made 


to reach the island and carry suc-| d 


cour in the form of provisions and 
fuel. : tak Ss ‘ 

On the principal island, Hirta— 
for St. Kilda is really 4 group of 
several islets and rocks—about 40 
acres of land are cultivated, and 
fair crops of potatces and oats are 
sometimes obtained. There are 
also several hundred head'of sheep, 
and a few cattle, on the island; but 
the sheep are never used for food, 
except in times of stringency, being 
kept for their wool, which ‘is woven 
into blankets and‘ tweeds by the 
women. The wool is not shorn 
from the sheep, but plucked “by 
hand. Pn cae . 
St. Kildans, however, eke out at 
best. a very'meagre existence; the 
men spending much time in bird- 
nesting on the cliffs, where, in the 
season, they gather large quantities 
of sea-birds’ eggs, which are stored 
for consuniption during the winter. 
In the autumn, the young birds are 
lassoed. and: killed in great num- 
bers, and these also are stored for 
food. ‘The waters around. St.: Kilda 
are good fishing- grounds, but. the 
men of the island are notoriously 
poor.-fishers,° and the “islanders 
generally -are shy

Twenty-one years ago in a ring 
at  Rusheutters Bay, Sydney,

HISTORY FROM EARLIEST 
. » TIMES 


THE SUBJECT OF TRAINING 
". The following note on a recently 
published book has been contribut- 
ed to the British Medical Journal 
by Mr. KE. B. Turner, F.R.C.S., vice- 
president (president in 1913) of the 
London Athletic Club. 

Ail-those who actually compete 
in athletics, as well ‘us those who 
take an interest in such sports, will 
be well advised to read and study 
ee by Mr.-D. G. A. Lowe and 

r, A. E. Porritt. 
nee have -been presidents, the 
ore of the Cambridge, the other of 
the Oxford University. Athletic 
Club. Both also are record holders— 
in one case of a world’s record 
—and both of them have repre- 
sented their country in the Olym- 
pic Games. Lowe achieved the un- 


_ precedented feat of winning the 


800 metres race at two successive 
Olympiads, and Porritt reached the 
final of the 100 metres, running 
‘fourth against the cream of the 
! world’s talent. Both authors, there- 
fore, are thoroughly well qualified 
‘by hard-earned personal experience 
“to treat of this matter. with know- 
ledge and authority. In this book 
they havé given a history of 
athletic competitions from the very 
earliest times—from the Funeral 
Games for Patroclos up to and in- 
eluding the 1928 Olympiad. This 
chapter alone is well worth atten- 
tive study. 
Training 
After their historical opening the 
authors proceed to discuss the most 
important and essential subject of 
training. They deal with this diffi- 
cult question with skill and dis- 
{eretion. No hard-and-fast rules 
rset forth as the laws of the Medes 
and Persians. Moderation in all 
‘things is the keynote. They.do not 
argue from.the individual to the 
mass, but advise that each person, 
having found out what may suit 
himself best in food, drink, sleep, 
and exercise, should stick to that 
regimen and so. attain the 
greatest. possible perfection in 
bodily condition. They rightly in- 
sist that all training should be 
wradual and progressive, and that 
ne person really unsound should 
ever attempt to take part in 
strenuous athletic competitions. 
Hints are given with regard to the 
proper training which is necessary 
to get fit for short and long dis- 
tance racing, hurdling, cross- 
country running, high and long 
jumping, as “well as the various 
field competitions, such as putting 
the shot, hammer, discus, and 
javelin throwing. The aid of such 
experts as C. T. van Geyzel and M. 
C. Nokes in high jumping and ham- 
mer throwing has been invoked to 
make the chapters on these events 
full and authoritative. 
Women and Boys 
There is a section devoted to 
athletics for women and boys. The 
unwisdom of allowing young grow- 
| ing. boys-to overdo competitions is 
insisted on most strongly, and all 
\ those. who know anything about the 
a physical and mental effects of 
‘strenuous competitions will most 
heartily agree. The authors face 
the fact that athletic competitions 
for women have come to stay, 
though they evidently do not 
thoroughly approve of it on 
aesthetic and other grounds. The 
commission which went into the 
whole question of strenuous games 
for women some years ago, after 
hearing exhaustive evidence, un- 
animously reported in favour of 
such games; and- the great ex- 
perience of* Dr. Sanderson Clow 
ywith some 2,000 girls at Chelten- 
' ham slows that hard exercise. at 
| all times improves the health-of the 
girl. The women who race in the 
present day have: been well’ coach- 
ed and trained, and on a. side view 
show as good and elegant form as 
the. majority of men... The Women’s 
mateur Athletic Association is

MONTY RAYSON 


NOTED CROSS-COUNTRY RIDER |. 


DIES ON. HONEYMOON 
Sane, Xx 

Monty Rayson, the. famous cross- 
country jockey, died in Boulogne 
‘during mail week following an 
operation on this throat. Three 
weeks previous Rayson married 
Miss Betty Mann Thompson, daugh- 
and Mrs. ‘ Thompson, 
well-known hunting people, _ of 
Leicestershire. He was taken ill 
on his honeymoon at Le Touquet 
after bathing with his wife and 
friends, and rapidly. became worse. 
He was removed to 2 Boulogne 
nursing home, and a specialist sum- 
moned from London. Rayson was 
operated on immediately for -acute 
septie throat affection. After a 
slight improvement there was a re- 
lapse, and he died. 

A son of Mr. T. Rayson, the 
Kingsworthy trainer, Monty 
showed marked ability in the'saddle 
from an early age. . When still-a 
boy he rode at point-to-point meet- 
ings, and later he made a name for 
himgelf as one of the best amateur 
‘riders under N. H. Rules. Two 
years ago he -turned professional, 
and.. last winter he rode as first 
jockey for the American owner. 
Mr. Victor Emanuel. He finished 
third. in the winning jockeys’ list 
with 88 successes during the sea- 
eon. In the Grand National last 
March -he rode Master Billie. In 
the 1928 “National” he had the 
mount on Bright's Boy, and in 1927 
he. rode Sir Huon. . 

Rayson, who was- only 24 years 
old, was a versatile athlete, . and 
could play most games well. 


WOMEN SHOTS — 


TWO TO COMPETE FOR THE 
~ KING'S PRIZE 
: London, July 6. 

Miss M: E. Foster,- who has 
several times in recent years made 
‘the best seore of the women com- 
petitors at Bisley, is eligible this 
year for the first time to enter for 
the King’s Prize, the blue. riband 
of rifle-shooting. : 

There is thus 2 possibility of at 
least two . women competing, the 
other being ' Miss. B. © Badcock, 
who entered in 1927 and 1928, and 
who with Miss Foster conducts a 
poultry farm at Frimley Green, 
Surrey. 

Overseas competitors are already 
beginning to arrive for the National 
Rifle Association’s meeting, which 
begins at Bisley’ on July 8 and 
ends with the final stage of the 
King’s Prize. 

The competitions will include one 
for women only, known as “The 
Amazons,” and for the “Daily 
Mail” silver cup,

Interesting Records 

The book. contains an appendix 
of tables of records and statistics
